A merchant of long expertenca in Formosa 
_ writes as follows, with referems to the camphor 
question, to the Safaw Maf!:—That’ the 
old Chinese system was bad need, not be 
repeated; that tha pancse will prove 
better In practice, remalos to be seen. Tho 
Island was for = year without-any govero- 
ment at all, and in accordance with the old [deas 
about camphor, forests {t could not have been 
considered wrong on the part of southern firms 
to goon ballding stqves, Continued building is 
essential if production is to be keptup. The 
theory formerly ecatertalned was that official 
interference had for tts object the ‘ralsing of 
revenue and nothing more. Provided that cam- 
phor producers did not fall to pay the tax when 
requited to do so, all necessary conditions were 
belleved to be satisfied. It ts trac that permits 
were latued, but they were not strictly called for 
in all places. The “'stove certificate,” contain. 
ing the name of the place and of the ‘producer, 
‘partook of thé character of a tax recelpt 
rather than of anything else, It.was handed 
back to the tax collector whenever the stove 
to which It related, was cold, f¢,, not working 
for the tlme., One of the principal camphor 
deallng fnretgn Grmsp for eximple, had very 
‘few of these ‘cerifficates temiining when the 
Japanese atminiatratton commenced, and 
migt! have been serlously Inconventenced had 
it not postessed am general concession, The 
Japanese Government should appreciate and 
practically recognise the moral responsibility of 
having teft the {sland for a long’ Ume without 
effectively organized administration.

absolutely ruled by the telegraph. The English.

of proportion disturbed by the closeness of 
the events in which he {is an actor, The 
whole vista of bis moral perception become 
oceupicd by his immediate environment; and 
he loses sight of the fact that he and his 
affairs constitute only avery small fraction of | 
the cares of an Immense empire, and must be 
managed with due regard to thelr relative, not 
thelr actual, importence. Thus he fa never 
content with his country's representatlves, for- 
getting that whatever may bo thele impulses 
as: individuals they have to strictly obey 
Inatrucilons holding them tn -line with the 
general Interests of the British Empire, British 
Cabinets and: British subjects do not differ ane 
whit in the matter of zeal to malntaln, and if 
potsible increase, the heritage that the enter-

‘The outbreak In Matabeleland beings once 
more into prorsinence that fact which forms 
the cardinal difference between South Africx 
and Australia or North Ametica, considered as 
areas of European calcnlsatlon. ‘The colocred 
racen, Instead of dwindling of disappearing before 
the advance of. civilisation, have thriven and 
{ocreased. The Native ts still there, and remaloe 
an element. of danger—lessened, indeed, bat 
silll formidable enough. | The. Boer is 
the most serlous drag upon the wheels of South 
African progress, but he ts not the only retarding 
{ofluence. There Js, however, this difference 
between the Boer and the Native—the former op 
tothe present has{n rio shape or forny’contributed 
to the material prosperity of South Africa; tha 
latter bas, at tines, especially by working'in the 
mines, farnished his share to the rough work 
of commercial development. And, ey 
organised and controlled, there is no reason why 
he should not provide the bulk, if not 
Iabaur-power reqalred In South Africa.
